Baker, a Tennessee Republican, 
served 18 years in the Senate, the last 
four as majority leader, before retir- 
ing in 1984 to prepare for a possible 
campaign for the 1988 Republican 
presidential nomination. 

In accepting the task of trying to 
bring order to a White House that 
the Tower Commission described as 
chaotic under Regan, Baker shelved 
any plans to actively campaign for 
the nomination. 


Baker, 61, said he was vacationing 
with his family in Florida, where he 
had planned to decide whether to run 
for the nomination, when Reagan 
called him Thursday. 

“I honestly believe that if a presi- 
dent of the United States, especially a 
president who currently has sipifi- 
cant problems, asks you to do a major 
undertaking, that there’s a heavy 
responsibility to do that,” said Baker,, 
who earlier had declined Reagan’s 
offer to head the CIA. 

“The president asked me to accept 
the most sensitive position in his per- 
sonal entourage ... to organize the 
White House on his behalf,” Baker 
said. “I didn’t see how I could turn 
that down, so I accepted it with the 



full knowledge that it will eliminate 
me as a contender for president.” 
Baker also gave up a 
$900,900-a-year law practice to take 
the position. 

He gained national recognition as a 
member of the Senate’s Watergate 


investigating committee in the 1970s,. 
when he asked: “What did the presi- 
dent know, and when did he know it?” 
The question, which Baker raised 
about Richard Nixon, has been 
repeated recently in connection with 
Reagan’s involvement in what some
